Paris, August 31.—Lieutenant Colonel 


Henry, who had been arrested on the dis- 
covery that ‘he was the author of an im- 
portant letter which figured in the Drey- 
fus case, has committed suicide. He cvt 
his throat with a razor which he had 
concealed in his valise. 

It appears that so soon as M. Cavaignac 
assumed the office of minister for war he 
charged the official bureau to make a thor- 
ough research of the Dreyfus case, and it 
was this inquiry which resulted in the dis- 
covery a documents lately read in the

showing. that proof of guilt of Dreyfus 
was forged. 

When Colonel Henry was summoned to 
the ministry of war and questioned by M. 
Cavaignac in the presence of General Boise- 


 @effere and others, he at first affirmed the 


authenticity of the incriminating document. 
But when discrepancies were pointed out 
be at first admitted adding sentences and 
finally confessed to fabricating the whole 
letter. It is affirmed, however, that while 
| this discovery has not changed M. Cav- 
' aignac’s belief in culpability of Dreyfus, 
the minister is determined to punish all the 
_ guilty parties, no matter what their rank

Tells Why He Forged. 
Colonel Henry confessed to having com- 
Mitted forgery, owing to the absolute ne- 
cessity for finding proofs against Dreyfus.

Henry then clasped his wife in his arms 
and exciaimed:

‘from his superiors. 


Lieutenant Colonel Henry was a peasant’s 
son. He was born in Pouzy, in Marne, 
in 1848, and enlisted in a foot regiment as 
his brother’s substitute in 1863. He had a 
good military record for bravery and had 
good discipline. 
in 1870 and was wounded in the Algerian 


He was a prisoner of war 


campaign. He retained much of the rough 
and ready manners of the non-commis- 
sioned officer. He was lacking in educa- 
tion, spoke no foreign ianguage and owed 
his promotion primarily to his reputation 
for blunt straightforwardness, 

General De Boisedeffere, chief of the 
general staff of the army, tendered his 
resignation to the government, saying that 
he resigns owing to his misplaced confi- 
dence in Lieutenant Colonel Henry, which 
led thhim to present as genuine what was 
forged evidence.

Hardly a House in Savanah 
Escaped Injury,

Savannah, Gia., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The annual fall storm came last night and 
this 


destruction. It appears that the cyclone 


morning, and left its usual trai] of 
deveioped right off the coast of Georgia. 
There were no warnings from the weather 
bureau, and the shipping interests paid 
little attention to the small blow yesterday 
afternoon. 

About 10 o’clock last night, however, the 
winds began to gather, and at midnight 
there was a forty-five mile gale, which in- 
creased toward morning to seventy-five 
miles an ‘hour, with a maximum ve'ccity 
or eighty miles. This record is ahead of 
tue-storm of August, 1893, by elght miles, 
and the maximum in 1896 was only seven- 
ty-fite-miles. The fmtensity of the storm 
came between midnight and 6 o'clock this 
morning. 

The. New York steamship Chattahoochee 
went out yesterday afternoon, but noth- 
ing has been heard from her, and jr, is 
supposed she is well to sea. 

There was extensive damage to property 
in the city, and hardly a house escapéd. 
Roofs were blown off, sometimes only the 
tin coverings. and then again the whole 
room Went. Houses (nat remained intact 
suffered from the drenching rain that, with 
the aid of the wind, made its way into them 
and soaked everytbing. In thirty hours 
A conservative es- 
timate of the damage here is $3 to each 


property owner. There are more than 


v,uu0 of them, and $250,000 will be a very nw 


Much 
property was destroyed at the nearby re- 


sorts, where only the lightest structi:es 


are put up. 


There were some fkeroic rescues, but no 
lives lost. 

Two companies of the Second North Car- 
Olina regiment etationed at Tybee, lef’. tre 
island last night and started for the city. 
They could not get no train until thie 
morning. Their tents and clothes al] blew 
away, and they quartered themselves in any 
place they could find. Two men from the 
companies are missing, but their comrades 
expect them to turn up 

All “the chfirches in the city suffered, 
principally the First Baptist, which had its 
entire roof. taken away, 

In the business part of the city dozens 
of stores were unroofed and windows were 
blown in and the interiors flooded. Street 
car travel is blocked and tonight the city 
is in darkness. The streets are a network 
of tangled wires. 


‘Vessels Wrecked by Storm. 

In the harbor and at quarantine at Ty- 
bee the damage to shipping is heavy. The 
British bark Breamer, from Demarara, 
was .blown ona jetty during the night and 
is heavily damaged. 

The Italian bark Mana Raffo broke loose 
from her anchorage and drifted into a 
marsh, where she is lying. The Norwegian 
bark Noe broke loose from her mooring at 
quarantine and went ashore on Daufuskie 
island, at the mouth of the Savannah 
river. Her crew of twelve men was res- 
cued by the tug W. F. McCauley. She is 
a total wreck. y 

Between fifteen and twenty. naphtha 


launches in the river and at the Savannah 


‘Yacht Club anchorage at Thunderbolt, and 


as many more small sioops and schooners 
doing a coasting trade with the islands, 


were sunk or lost. 


The steamers Alpha and Doretta drifted 


their anchor and went ashore and are 
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miles from Savannah, and sank. Mrs. J. 
E. Lucas, wife of the Owner, was on 
board and was rescued with difficulty by 
the captain and a deck hand. She was 
taken to the top of the wheel and thrown 
in shore and was caught as she struck 
the water and was carried aafely to land. 

The revenue steamer Tybee, in command 
of Lieutenant George Maher, went to the 
assistance of the stramded vessels in the 
harbor before daylight and rendered valu- 
able ald in saving life and property.

News from the Islands. 

As usual, Tybee suffered worse than 
any of the other resorts. The Inlet club- 
house and the Zorada clubhouse were al- 
most entirely demolished. Grogan’s place, 
iumous for fishing, was totally dest: yed. 
A dozen cottages and the <hutch were 
either blown down or off their foundation, 
but strange to stay, the Tybee railroad was 
not damaged anything ilke it was in the 
other storm. 

A train which came fm at 11 o’clock this 
morning brought in a large number of the 
people from the island, and about fifty of 
the North Carolina soldiers. in spite of tre 
tact that the tente there were blown away 
beyond recovery, Mijor Wilder and Cap- 
tain Smith. ot the North Carolina sémpa- 
nits, remained on the fsland and said they 
would stay there until they were blown 
away. 

Suburban residents at Thunderbolt, Isle 
or Hope. Wilmington island and other 
Places found the roof off during the night, 
and trees blowing down all around them. 
It was dangerous to stay in the house and 
dangerous to go out doors. 

Many Trees Blown Down. 

The city suffered seriously in the loss of 
it magnificent trees. Storms of the last five 
years have decimated the trees in Savan- 
hah, which has always been known as 
the Forest City, and they have been even 
worse this time. 

The park presents the same picture cf 
destruction that it did in 1896. Many of the 
streets are blocked by large trees, some of 
which are torn up by the roots, while oth- 
ers are broken just above the ground. 

Mr. Julius Perlinski angd Mr. Jacob, per- 
haps, suffered the worst damage individ- 
ually. The roofs were taken completely 
off their three-story brick houses and they 
were flooded out from garret to tellar. Mr. 
Perlinski, who had only $3,000 storm insur- 
ance, remarked that he would rather have 
had a fire any timé 
’ There was very little #*2°m insurance in 
the city, as many ef the companies have 
ehut down on it in the last few years, and 
as there were practically no warnings of 


the. storm, Ilttle was déne for the protec- 


tion of property. 

Reports from the rjwe fleidg Indicate that 
all that was left of them has been destroy- 
ed, and what little truck was growing 
around the city is Mkewise gone. 

‘Wires All Down. 

Up to 4 o'clock this afternoon neither of 
the telegraph companies had a wire out of 
Seavanna® th any direction, but several] of 
the Wescern Union wires were put in shape 
this afvYernoon. There are washouts near 
bavannah on almbst all of the roads and ali 
the f¥raitis are late, 

A strange feature of the storm was that 
i. appearea to have formed right off the 
coast of Georgia in this section, and ex- 
tended only out fthirty miles inland.

The Storm at Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., August 31.—So far the 
storm has done no damage in Charleston. 
High winds prevailed yesterday and last 
night. At 1:10 this morning the velocity 
was forty-nine miles, -but subsided to 
normal. Tides are very high and increas- 
ing an inch and a quarter in rise. There 
are heavy seas outsije the bar and much 
danger to ships. Some small crafts have 
had narrow escapes, but no wrecks are re- 
ported. 

The storm center has not passed and the 
weather observer warns against high 
winds again tonight. The storm has done 
no damage north of Charleston. 

Wire communication with Savannah is 
cut off and trains delayed. The rice crops 
in the lowlands are damaged and cotton on 
the sea islands suffers.

According to Spanish advices there is a 
strong feeling in the provinces against 
Aguinaldo, because the insurgents’ antici- 
pations have not been realized. They are 
said to have exhausted their funds and the 
supplies obtained from the monasteries. 
and to be unable to obtain any relief from 
the insurgent leader.

Sick Are Being Rapidly Transferred 
from Montauk Point to Hospitals 
in New York City, While 
Convalescents Are Sent 
Home. 


New York, August 31—-There is no change 
in the programme of the government 4s to 
getting all the volumteers out of Camp 
Wikoff just as fast as they can be sent 
away. Tomorrow the Thirty-third Michigan 
will depart and the Thirty-fourth Michigan 
will leave on Friday. Those too sick to go 
on the troop trains or hospital trains will 
be furloughed home just as rapidly as their 
condition will warrant, Both the Thirty- 
third and the Thirty-fourth Michigan go 
home on sixty days’ furloughs and will be 
mustered out sixty days hence. 

Thé general hospital is getting smaller 
rapidly now and despite the fact that 
there are new arrivals every hour, the 
number is decreasing. Three hundred sick 
were taken out of the hospital and trans- 
ferred to the Shinnecock, which is now a 
division hospital under command of §Sur- 
geon Major Borden. The Shinnecock sailed 
for New York, where the sick will be 
transferred to hospitals. The Red Cross 
yacht, Red Cross, took fifteen more away 
this afternoon to New London, Conn. 

As one explanation of the many deaths 
on the Allegheny, it is said that the Ninth 
Massachiisétts regitifent took along «more 
of its sick than any ‘other anda that. men 
who really ought to have been left behind 
were taken on the ships, as they: and 
their comrades preferred they should risk.

MEET. 


EX-GOVERNOR PECK CALLS THE 
STATE CONVENTION TO ORDER. 


The Chicago Platform Is Enthusiasti- 
cally Indorsed and Sawyer Is 
Nominated for Governor. 


asilwaukee, Wis., August 31.—The demo- 
cratic convention for the selection of a 
complete ticket was called to order in the 
Lyceum theater at 12:15 p. m. by ex-Gov- 
ernor Peck, chairman of the convention. 
The fheater was profusely decorated with 
American flags and packed from pit to 
dome 

In calling the convention to order Gov- 
ernor Peck congratulated the democracy 
and people of Wisconsin on the interest 
taken in public affairs and predicted tkat 
the ticket nominated on this occasion would 
carry the state by a large majority. He 
then announced that the state committee 
had selected James O’Connor as temporary 
chairman of the convention, and Chairman 
O’Connor was received with a storm of 
applause. He addressed the ~ convention 
briefiy, scoring the present republican ad- 
ministrdtion of the state and characterized 


“the platform recently adopted as “an ad- 


mission of dishonesty, incompetency and 
guilt.”” He referred to the corrupt influence 
of money as a political power and de- 
nounced “‘trusts.’’ 

A recess was taken until evening, when 
the temporary organization,was made per- 
manent. The resolutions committee’s report 
was read and adopted unanimousiy. In it 
no reference to the annexation question is 
made. Allegiance to democratic principles 
as set forth is the Chicago platform is 
reaffirmed. The resolutiona continuc: 

“We congratulate the citizens of the na- 
tion on their loyalty and ardent patriotism 
dispiayed in the vigorous prosecution of 
the late war, and we especially honor the 
American army and navy for their valor 
and intrepid bravery on land and sea aml 
we condemn in unstinted measure the war 
department for the b:unders and crimes 
committed aguinst the wrave boys in blue 
in camp and on foreign battlefields by 
selfish contractors, incompetent surgeons 
and vain, heartless army officers, appointed 
for political purposes, and we hereby pledge 
to our brave soldiers and soldiers why sur- 
vive this war our earnest and loyal gupport 
to secure the punishment of the guilty 
parties.”” 

Nine planks are then devoted to an ar- 
raignment of the republican state admin- 
istration, 

Further declarations favor a new prit- 
mary law to the end that all nominations 
Shall be made by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. The platform concluded: ., 

“We believe in the referendum. the sub- 
mission of all laws to the vote of the pev- 
ple and favor anti-pass legislation and goud 
roads,’’ 

After a warm debate a motion was passed 
t> appoint a committee for the purpose of 
conferring with the populists on the matter 
of fusion on the state ticket. 

Hiram A. Sawyer, of Hartford. was nomi- 
nated for governor.on the first ballot.

4.000 Recruits Are Ordered to 
Camp Wikoff To Join the

ORDER CREATES SURPRISE 


All Men at Fort McPherson Wil 
Leave at Once Except the 
Fifth Regiment, 


THE MOVEMENT BEGINS AT ONCE 


Montauk Point Is Already Badly 
Crowded and the Order Increasing 
Camp by 4,000 Recruits Is 
Criticised in Some Quar- 
ters—Came Yester- 
day Morning. 


AY the recruits for the regiments 
of the Fifth army corps in this state 
have been ordered by the secretary of war 
to join their commands at Camp Wikoff, 
Montauk Point, New York. 

The order, which came yesterday morn- 
ing, was in the nature of a surprise to 
the officers of the department of the gulf, 
It includes all the recruits now at Fort 
McPherson (with the exception of the men. 
of the Fifth infantry), together with all 
the detachments in the recruit camps at 
Newnan, Lithia Springs and Waco, Ga, 
“The number of recruits ordered to tha 
already crowded camp at Montauk Point 
is 4,300 with forty commissioned officers, 
who, for the past two weeks, have been 
busily engaged in drilling the recruits and 
preparing them to join their regiments, 

At Fort McPherson the detachment of 
the Twentieth infantry, consisting of 253 
men, under Lieutenant Moody, and the 
small detachment of the Twenty-second, of 
twenty-one men under Lieutenant Evans, 
will be the only troops to leave for Camp 


Wikoff from this point, while the great . a 


majority of the recruits will come PEROT . 
Camp Cleary, at Newnan, and Camp Hob- 
son. at Lithia Springs. 

The only detachment to be left for guard 
duty at Fort McPherson will be that of 
the Fifth infantry, which has recently been 
increased to 45 men. These recruits are 
held for the reason that it is the purpose 
of the war department to send them to 
join their regiment at Santiago as soon as 
the transportation can be arranged, 

At Camp Hobson, near Lithia Springs, 
there are now encamped 1,800 soldiers. The 
largest detachment at the camp is that of 
the Twenty-first infantry with 667 recruits, 
who have been formed into companies and 
fully equipped to join the regiment. The , 
Seventh infantry has 47 men the Eighth 
377, the Twenty-fifth 240 and the Second 
ten. 

The recruit camp at Newnan is the 
largest in the state and is commanded by 
Major Bubb, the former commander of 
Fort McPherson. Under Major Bubb are 
1,239 recruits, 124 for the First infantry, 
129 for the Fourth, fifty-six for the Tenth, 
238 for the Sixteenth, #42 for the Seven- 
teenth and 350 for the Twenty-fourth in- 
fantry. 

Movement To Begin at Once, 

All the recruit detachments now in the 
state were originally located at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, but for eanitary reasons it was 
thought best by the commander of the de- 
partment of the gulf to separate the large 
number of raw soliers and divide them 
out as equally as possible in three camps. 
This step was taken also for the purpose 
of drilling the men and preparing them 
as far as possible for joining their regi- 
ments. 

The order that came yesterday from the 
war department called for all the officers 
at the head of the recruits as well as all

movement was to begin at once.

BETZ MINE 250 FEET DEEP.

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BOYNTON REPORTS 
ON CHICKAMAUGA 


General Recounts Fully Condition in 
Camp Thomas Hospitals. 


HE MAKES ‘GOOD SHOWING 


Shows the Death Rate Has Been Small 
Since the First Troops Arrived. 


PLACES 


Commander Sends a wengthy Paper to 
the Department Fully Coverin;; 
the Situation. 


Washington, August 31.—Secretary Alger 
today received the report of General H. V. 
Boynton, upon the state of affairs in the 
hospitals at Camp Thomas. The report is 
dated August 29th. 

The genera] says that his instructions 
were to report the number of sick, charac- 
ter of illness, number of tents, floor space 
per patient, the adequacy and suitability 
of attendants and whether the medical offi- 
cers have discharged their duties faithful- 
ly and with intelligence, and to make any 
recommendation in the interest of all con. 
cerned. He says that he visited all the 
hospitals in the camp without giving notice 
of his purpose. Says General Boynton: 

“Believing the death list of this camp 
to afford an excellent standard by which 
to measure its conditions as to health and 
hospital service, a full report was obtained 
of all deaths in the camp and in its hos- 
pitals since its establishment, the middle 
of April last. The result shows a total 
death list of 198 up to the 22d of this 
month, when the breaking up of this camp 
began. Between these dates, including reg- 
ularg and volunteers, fully 75,000 troops 
have been in camp in the Chickamauga 
park. The record of burials in the na- 
tlonal cemetery at Chattanooga shows a 
total of 120 volunteers and two regular 
soldiers. Of the latter, one of these was 
killed by falling from a railway train.’’ 

The report takes up in deta!) first the two 
permanent hospitals, Leiter and Sternberg, 
and statés with the greatest minuteness 
the exact accommodation afforded by each, 
The first is at Crawfish Springs. under Ma- 
jor Carter, and was converted frdm a 
large summer resort hotel into a hospital, 
receiving the worst typhoid cases from the 
camp. Each patient has abundant room, 
woven wire and hair mattresses and abun- 
dant bed clothing. The ventilation ts per- 
fect, plumbing entirely new and bathing 
facilities ample, A number of attendants 
are on the way to take the places of those 
Who are broken down, 

Major Carter has secured a herd of cows 
and has arrangements for pasturing them 
without expense to the government. He 
has sufficient money from the hospital fund 
to buy whatever is wanted in the way of 
milk, ice and other delicacies. There has 
been at this hospital full @upplies of ice, 
milk, commissary stores and delicacies, 
such as the sick ought to have, and the 
fund has enabled him to buy all that has 
been needed in the way of canned and pot- 
ted goods, soups, clam juice, sago, malted 
milk, eggs, koumiss, jellies, preserves. rel- 
ishes, ginger, oil, apollinarig and claret. 
The entire hospital is furnishea with dis- 
tilled water and the ice used is made from 
distilled water. ‘ 

Hospital Sewerage Exc lienr. 

The sewerage of the hospital is excellent, 
and contrary to persistent assertions, non® 
of the sewerage has ever drained into the 
Chickamauga river or approa¢hed it at 
any point. 

Major Carter has a corps of joctors 
which he regards as amply suitleient to 
care for all the patients in the Hos vital, and 
reports them as faithful and efficient in 
the performance of their duties. 

Taking up the Sternberg hospital, in 
charge of Major Goffen. General Boynton 
shows that it is one of the most complete 
field hospitals ever seen, according to vet- 
erans of the last war. All the tents are 
closely floored, and at present only four 
men are in a tent, and in addition to the 
tents, there are nine large board pavilions. 
Every tent and pavilion has woven wire 
mattresses, iron bedsteads anf Aair mat- 
tresses, There are special diet cooks ,five 
cold storage rooms for delicacies, separate 
recrigerators for each row of tents and eve- 
ry proper measure of sanitation is observed 
with respect to the sinks, Further, the re- 
port says: 

“The whole place is most carefully policed 
daily, and the whole establishment, within 
and without, its permanent buildings and 
its tents, Is in the most perfect order, 

“Since the establishment of this hospital 
everything asked for in the way of sup- 
plies of every kind has been promptly fur- 
nished. Sixteen to twenty-four barrels of 
distilled water are purchased daily, and pa- 
tients get nothing but distilled water to 
drink. From three to five tons of ice are 
used daily. Three hundred gallons of milk 
are purchased daily, and 150 gallons fur- 
nished by the Red Cross Society. 

“All money necessary for the purchase 
of delicacies of all kinds suitable to the 
sick has been furnished by order of Gen- 
eral Sternberg. Soon after the jospital 
was established. he teleegraphed as follows 
to the surgeon in charge: 

*“*Do not fai] to procure everything nec- 
essary for the comfort of the sick. Arply 
to me for additiona] female nurses and for 
money to buy delicacies when requirad.’ 

“A careful inquiry developed he fact 
that all varieties of medical supplies re- 
quired or asked for were furnished bcth 
from Washington and medical headquar- 
ters at the camp with the greatest pri-mpt- 
ness."' 


FOR SICK ARE WELL KEPT 


Crematory Used Daily. 

It ts stated, in addition, that all the hos- 
pital refuse is burnt jn a cremitory, and 
according to Major Griffin, al} but 1,000 pa- 
tients, now sick In the entire camp, could 
be safely moved now. The diseases are more 
of a typhoid-malaria character than ty- 
phoid fever strictly, the death rate being 
vers low, only about 8 per cent of the 
worst cases, 

The first division field hospital in charge 
of Major Drake isa floored with planed 
lumber, and it is as clean as is possibie, 
being scrubbed with tcarbolic acid and 
treated with bichloride of mercury: every 
other day. All the patients are on cots, 
and never have been on the ground for 
any length of time. None of the pa- 
tients’ allowance per man for delicacies has 
been used, as it was not needed. 

The report says of this hospital: 

“There Rave been in this hospital at va- 
rious times 141 patients from the Bighth 
New York volunteers. The reports show 
that in a great many cases it was difficult 
to tell that anything was the matter with

hospital was crowded there was a lack of 
nurses, the deficiency being supplied by 
details from the regiments, which were 
not as satisfactory as trained nurses. 

“As a result of this inadequate force,” 
says the report,. “the force provided has 
been hard worked. but in all cases they 
have stuck to their posts and performed 
their work with great energy, until sickness 
overtook a considerable number. The 
Places of the sick have been filled by 
nurses from the surgeon general's depart- 
ment. The exhausting character of the 
work performed by. these nurses is show 
by the fact that about one-fourth of them 
have thoroughly exhausted their strength 
and are now resting in quarters.’’ 


General Boynton shows that there is a 
full refrigerator capacity for this hospital, 
porcelain-lined baths, sterilized and iced 
water and every convenience. In the ma- 
lignant typhoid ward, there have been but 
two teaths out of thirty cases in three 
weeks. He says that both the medical 
officers and the hospital attendants at this 
hospital have undoubtedly performed their 
duty with energy and efficiency, and th» 
best test of this is shown by the fact 
that so many of them have so thoroughly 
exhausted themselves and fallen sick un- 
der their labors. It is also true that many 
of them have continued to work after they 
had been pronounced sick by their associ- 


ates. 

The next hospital inspected was the Third 
division hospital, First corps, in charge of 
Major Thomas Clark. Here the attendants 
were found sufficient, though in the earlier 
days there wéfre not enough surgeons or at- 
tendants. The grounds were in excellent 
condition, the tents clean, most of the 
tents floored and all floored between the 
cots and in the aisles. 

For a time the hospital was a week be- 
hind in obtaining its medical supplies, but 
this was before the government had col- 
lected its medical stores in great quantities. 

As in the other hospitals, the entire force 
of attendants here, both officefs and men, 
have worked with great persistence and 
until over 24 per cent of the hospital corps 
has fallen sick from its exhaustive labors. 

For the last six weeks there has been 
no difficulty whatever in obtaining medical 
supplies of every character. The Red 
Cross has made liberal donations to this 
hospital and friends in Minnesota have sent 
great quantities of delicacies. The hospital 
fund for July amounted to $415, and with 
that it has been possible to purchase all 
the milk needed. 

Taking up the last of the field hospitals, 
that of.the Third corps, Second division, 
under Major Smith, the report states that 
the fifty-three tents are at present not all 
occupied,/ though during the eptdemic of 
measles .they were crowded. There were 
no Red Cross {nurses and a detail of two 
ladies from the Chattanooga association 
has visited the hospital daily to cook the 
lighter food for the sick. When the hos- 
pital was crowded thé“number of attend- 
ants was insufficient. There were a.sS0 
strong complaints of the failure to get 
medical and surgical supplies in the early 
days before the government had been able 
to furnish itself and when it was impos- 
sible to avoid delays incident to rushing 
supplies to great army camps. The requl- 
sition papers on file, however, show that 
the hospital officers made every effort tc 
obtain full supplies. 

Leaving the details about the hospitals 
the report proceeds to treat the whole sub- 
ject generally as follows: 

How Sensational Stories Originated, 

“Iq two of the hospitals opportunities 
occurred for discovery .of what undoubt- 
edly originated many of the sensational 
‘stories which have been printed over the 
country to the effect that patients in the 
hospitals lacked sufficient food and in 
many cases'had been on the verge Qf 
starvation. In the wards where the con- 
valescent typhoid fever patients were 
found many of the men were constantly 
asking for food, and as a matter of course 
were denied evaryt/iing except the lighter 
forms of food, which can alone be safely 
administered to recovering typhoid fever 
patients. This refusal of food throughout 
the hospital, by which cage alone, ag is 
perfectly understood, can the lives of ty- 
phoid convailescents be saved, thas been 
distorted into we cry which has been 
spread throughout the country that pa- 
tients were being starved in the govern- 
ment hospitals. There has been no lack of 
proper food in these hospitals and compe- 
tent cooks for preparing it have been pres- 
ent, «nd the only reason for depriving the 
patients of what so many of them have 
clamored for has been the necessity of such 
dieting as the disease demands. 

“It will be observed that the conditions 
set forth in this report are mainly present 
conditions. It has not heretofore faljen 
within the range of my duties at this park 
to make critical observations of hospital 
conditions, although, as a matter of 
course, many features of this division of 
camp administration have falien under my 
notice, I am constrained te believe that 
there has been no neglect on the part of 
either the medical ur the quartermaster’s 
departments to furnish such supplies as 
have reached the camp. 

Balen — be observed that the report in 
rcase has been made with reference 
to the maximum number of cases in each 
hospital, and go far as it was possible to 
obtain the conditions then existing, thoy 
h serious inconveniences, 
and at times of greatest crowding those 
armed eS and full attendance 
Ran et alan aah. that painful condi- 
eh, as every veteran 
knows, are inseparable from the field hos- 
pitals of great armies, even when attend- 
ants exert themselves to secure the com- 
fort of the patients. These are conditions 
which, inetimes of rapid } 

p nerease of dis- 
ease-~a condition which was reached at 
this camp solely in my judgment from 
the filth which too many of the regi- 
mental officers allowed to dominate their 
eamps, in spite of the orders which would 
have prevented all this trouble ‘from the

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SAVED HIS FATHER’S LIFE. 


CHARLES LOGWOOD DISCOVERS 
NEGRO IN HIS HOUSE. 


Darky Was in Act of Striking Log- 
wood’s Sleeping Father with Ax. 
‘ Chased and Shot the Negro. 


Decatur, Ala., August 81.—(BSpecial.)—A 
tragic sequel to the two recent attempts to 
poison the family of Captain John E. Log- 
wood, near Athens, occufréd this morning. 
Since the unsuccessful attempts to poison 
Captain Logwood’s family it has become 
known to them that several negroes had 
sworn to kill the whole family, and for 
} fear of such an attempt being made, Cap- 
tain Logwood’s son Charles has for several 
days been sitting up nights watching and 
sleeping in the daytime. Last evening two 
negroes, one of whom had been arrested 
as implicate@ with the negro cook in the 
attempted poisonings and was subsequently 
discharged, Wént into the Logwood family’s 
yard and was ordered out by Captain Log- 
wood. They ‘vent away cursing. This put 
the younger Logwood on his guard and he 
passed nearly the entire night in sleepless 
watchfulness, 

About 4 o’clock this morning Charles 
Logwood, while lying awake and dressed 
in the bedroom adjoining his father’s, heard 
a noise, and slipping barefoot to the door, 
was horrified to see a negro, whom he 
recognized as the one that had been ar- 
rested, standing over his father’s head with 
an ax just in the act of striking. Another 
moment and all would have been over with | 
the. older Logwood. Young Log wood 
yelled at the negro, causing him to start 
and drop his ax and jump behind a door. 
Charles then raised hia gun to fire, but the 
negro darted out into the yard, followed 
from the shadow of the porch by another 
negro associate. Both negroes started to 
jump over the back fence and then Char-es 
fred both barrejs into the negro Who had 
held the ax. The negro dropped across the 
fence mortally wounded, 

In the smoke an& confusion the other 
negro escaped. Neighbors then rushed in. 
One of them called Charles Logwood's at- 
tention to the negro he had shot being 
etili alive. Nevertheless young Log wood 
reloaded his gun and finished his man. The , 
dead negro’s shoes and socks were found 
on the ground just under where he hung 
on the fence. 

Young Logwood promptly gave himself , 
up to the authorities and was tried and ac- | 
quitted before 8 o’clock.

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GEORGIA BOYS AT CAMP POLAND. 


First Regiment Has Very Few Sick 
| Men in It. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 31.—(Spectal.)— 
General McKee, commanding Camp Poland. 
today issued an order requiring a}! officers 
to transfer sick soldiers from the_ regi- 
mental hospitals to the division hospital, 
where they can be better cared for. The 
sick men now in the hospitals were brought 
here from Chickamauga and it is the desire 
of the cbmmanding general to keep the 
Sick rate as low as possible. The health 
of the men has improved remarkably since 
they came here, and even fever patients 
are recovering. 

Twelve were released from the hospital! 
today. The surgeons are of the epinion 
that no deaths will result from any cases 
now in the hospital. 

The Georgia regiment enjoys the distinc: 
tion of having fewer sick men than any 
other regiment in this camp. 

General McKee has also directed that all 
Officers exercise the greatest sanitary pre- 
cautions about the regimental camps and 
company kitchens, to the end that no dis- 
ease germs may be brought among the 
men. The camp is pow healthful and it is 
desired to keep it so. 


BONFIRES AT CHICKAMAUGA. 


Artillerymen Celebrate on Account of 
Being Musterei Out. 

The boys of the battery brigade at Chick- 
amauga Park last night, after receiving the 
orders to proceed at an as early a date as 
possible to their state camps for the pur- 
pose of being mustered out, celebrated the 
event by making bonfires in the park, and 
they did not thesitate to use anything that 
would burn, hundreds of them throwing 
their coats on the fires, They burned sev- 
eral smal) outhouses and finally in some 
way, nobody knows how, a magaz‘ne be- 
Jonging to the park commission, and con- 
taining 100 pounds of powder and 2300 pounds 


of dynamite, was tgnited and exploded with 


& terribie noise. ‘The explosion was heard 
in the city, and in the vicinity people 
thought there had been an earthquake. 
Fortunately, no one was injured.

A list of the dead in the army at Chick- 
amauga from May Ist up to and including 
today numbers 332. This includes the men 
who have died in the army hospitals and 
In the hospitals and private residences of 
the city. The list was obtained from the 
register of vital statistics and from the 
records of the national cemetery. Of the 
entire list 129 were buried at the national 
cemetery, while the remainder were ship- 
ped to their homes for interment. Of the 
332 deaths for the four months, 178 occurred 
during the month of August, the great ma- 
jority having occurred during the past 
two weeks. This list does not include those 
who may have died at their homes while 
away on furloughs. General Breckinridge 
it is stated, has ordered the regimental 
commanders to report the Hst of the dead 
from each regiment, to be reported at 
headquarters at as early a date as possible. 
Of the entire number of deaths reported 
to the health officer, probably 40 per cent 
were from typhoid fever. 

Five deaths were reported today and 
are included in the figures above given. 
Among the number reported today was 
Captain Ira Stowell, aged forty-five, com- 
pany M, First New Hampshire volunteers, 
who has been very ill for five weeks with 
typhoid fever at the residence of a friend 
in the city. The body will be sent to New. 
port, N. H., his former home, for inter- 


ment.

-\ Who Wants To Leave. 


ALL ARE WILLING TO FIGHT 


But as to Doing Garrison Duty Is An- 
other Question. 


MEN SHOULD BE ALLOWED EXPRESSION 


And If Any Desire To Leave Now 
That Peace Is Declared, They 
Should Be Let Loose.

Camp Northen, Ga., August 31.—(Spectal.) 
Colone! Candler was sean at Camp Northen 
yesterday afternoon. He had just return- 
ed to his tert from the work of mustering 
his regiment, ut which he, with Major 
Spence, was engaged mest of the day. 
The last day of the month is always @ 
busy day fh army life. Every officer and 
man is personally inspected and his pay 
accounts are made up. When asked for 
hig preference as to the- matter of his 
regitr.ent being mustered out, he was not 
disposed to talk, but finaily said that in 
viev of much that had been said in the 
state vress about the position of the cf- 
ficers and men of the Third, probably it 
was his duty to say that for himself he 
had no wishes in the matter; that when 
the second call was made+ he feit it to be 
his duty under the appointment of the 
governor to accept the command of the 
regiment and raise it if possible. The 
work of raising it was begun on the 6th 
day of July, at the practical ending of 
hostilities. The officers had all been ap- 
pointed in June, before the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet, and at a time when 
it seemed certain that troops would be 
needed for active service. The men eniist- 
ed after there was but little prospect for 
this active service, put men and officers 
all thought there would be service of 
Some sort for them out of the country, 
Every man in the regiment was individ~ 
ually mustered in and was told all about 
the servics and of the right of the govern- 
ment to keep him for two years or to 
muster him out at pleasure. He was urged 
by the mustering officer to decline to take 
the oath if for any reason he did not then 
Wish to complete his enlistment. Most of 
the men were here from one day to ten 
before being finally mustered. None came 
in without being fully informed as to what 
he was doing. 

Satisfied with His Men. 

“Most of the :nen were without any mili- 
tary training whatever. Many of the of- 
ficers were in the same condition, but all 
have done their best to learn and I am 
well satisfied with the work they hava 
done and the marked progress each and 
all have made. The discipline has been 
mild and kind, but necessarily firm, the 
one incident of what appears to have been 
unkind language on the part of one officer 
to men being the only one brought to his 
attention, and the coloring given to that 
by the press has been, in view of the

As to Mustering Out. 

“As to whether this regiment is retained 
in service, I ha’é no intimation other than 
what I have seen in the press. Should it 
be and should I have the option of doing 
so, I would with pieasure forward every 
application for a discharge that came to 
me. have no doubt that the govern- 
ment can fill either one or two regiments, 
if so many were retained, from the men 
of other Georgia commands mustered out 
who wish to stay in service. Of course, 
this is based upon what I believe to be 
the sentiments of my men. I suppose but 
few would wish to remain in the service 
if such is to be performed in camp or gar- 
rison here at home. I think all of us are 
worth more to the country at our several 
civil vocations than we can be in that kind 
of service, but if the country needs volun- 
teer soldiers to assist in the solutien of 
tQe many serious problems in her recently 
acquired or to be acquired territory, then 
I think the officers and men here would 
be giad to do such service. In this, how- 
ever, I may be mistaken, and as it seems, 
from press reporis, to be the policy of tie 
government to obtain some expression from 
both officers and men as to their wishes 
in the matter. I hope that the means 
adopted will be such as to ailow of the 
fairest and fullest expression from all. 

“Tt these men want to stay in the service 
and wish me to go with them, I will go, 
even unto the ends of the earth. It shall 
never be said of me truthfully that by ex- 
ample or otherwise I induced my friends 
and neighbors’ sons to enlist and then left 
them. If, on the other hand, they wish 
to be mustered out and the government is 
willing, no act of mine shall Keep them in. 

“I think the officers here all agree with 
me on this proposition, and, so far as I 
know, have from the beginning.” 


SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO GO. 


Colonel Bifgwyn on the Question of 
Mustering Out. 

Brunswick, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
Colonel] Burgwyn, commanding the Second 
regiment North Carolina volunteers, is one 
maa who believes in giving the enlisted 
men in the volunteer ranks a chance to 
speak for themselves in the matter of be- 
inst} mustered out. 

As he read The Constitution's stories 
from various camps about the discussions 
now on over the privates’ rights Coionel 
Burgwyn turned toward The Constitu- 
tion’s cofespondent and said: 

‘Why, that is nothing more than natu- 
ral. You can expect some of the men 
will want to get out, and@ I think it Its 
possible for any of us to see the justice 
of their desires. I know that some of the 
yoiunteers in my regiment left good pay- 
ing positions to go into the service, and 


now if they think their duty is done, and 


they want to return to private life, I 
should think it would be right for them to 
apply for and _ receive honorable dis- 
charges. As far as the officers in my, 
command are concerned, they are of like 
opinion and certainly no undue restraint 
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trouble. You see, there are a great many 
men who want ‘to fight, but who do not 
want ‘to do garrison duty. If this is the 
| nae with any of our men, there is no 
One who will stand in the way of their 
| Setting an honorable discharge. At the 
same time if the war department needs 
our services for garrison or any other 
duty, we must respond. All of us went 
into this for an unlimited time, or at least 
the privates enlisted for two years. They 
will have to remain that length of time, 
anyway, unless the department sees fit to 
discharge them, but I am sure that all 
who wish to leave the army will be given 
an opportunity to do so. In the Second 
North Carolina there are some who, will 
want to go, I am informed,. but I have 
received no intimation that any large num- 
ber are desirous to god. It is a-rather dif- 
ficult thing to get at the wishes of all the 
men, as the army regulations are very 
Strict about petitions and such means as 
are sometimes employed to get at their 
sentiment. I am in hopes that all these 
matters will adjust themselves satisfac- 
torily and am confident that tho depart- 
ment is exerting itself to see that all the 
soldiergy ara treated fairly.’’

W. E. Crockett, a prominent c'tizen of 
this place and member of company D of 
Roosevelt’s Rough Riders, is home on a 
thirty days’ furlovgh. Duriig am engage- 
meat with the enemy at Santiago on the 
night of July. 2d, he was severely wound- 
ed in the left leg, a mnfle ball passing 
through ‘his leg just above the ankle and 
severing the artery. He bled profusely and 
was left on the ground about thirty-six 
hours without food. He was then taken 
to the hospital at Siboney and was given 


ta bed of one blanket on the ground and 


without any nourishment that he could 
ea... He makes considerable complaint 
about the manner in which the wounded 
were cared for and says if he had not got 
a friend to go buy him some food and pre- 
pare it he would have been without. The 
fault, he thinks, was not with the gov- 
ernment, as food was there in abundance 
but could not be had. 

Mr. Crockett remained at the Siboney 
hospital for several weeks and was then

taken to Bellevue hospital,.New York, 
where his wound had to be reopened and 
dressed again. Several days after this was 
dcne he began to improve, and a few weeks 
later he was allowed to come home or 
furlough and hopes to soon be able to lay 
aside his crutches. 

Mr, Crockett is said to be the only Geor- 
gian in Roosevelt’s regiment and is a gal- 
lant and brave soldier. He was in the first 
battle fought by the United States army 
on Cuban soil and every other one until 
he was wounded. 

Coionel Roosevelt, in an interview for a 
New York paper, mentioned Mr. Crockett 
and paid him a very high compliment, and 
said he was one of the bravest and best 
men in his regiment. 


DECIDED IN FAVOR OF HEIRS. 


Case in Court Over Ownership of Prop- 

erty. 

Valdosta, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)—In 
the superior court at Jasper, Fla., a case 
was settled last week which involves a 
change in the ownership of property after 
twenty-seven years, the property going 
back to the heirs of its former owner. The 
case was a suit for ejectment brought by 
three heirs of a man named Tucker, who 
died twenty-seven years ago, against the 
present owner of the property, a man 
named Shaw. When Tucker died the deed 
to the property, which was valued at sev- 
eral thousand dollars, could not be found. 
Tucker’s wife rented the land to a man 
named Joe Morgan for $40 a year and all 
taxes, repairs, etc. Before the year was 
ended Mrs. Tucker died and the real own- 
ership of the property was lost to view of 
the Tucker heirs. After a few years the 
property was sold for taxes, and was 
bougnt in *>~ 268 “Morgan, who sold it to 
Wyly Smith, who sold it later to the pres- 
ent occupant, Shaw. During the years 
that followed, Shaw improved the property 
and built an elegant cOuntry thome upon it. 

Some time ago the three heirs of Tucker 
entered suit against him. Evidence was in- 
troduced to mow that the deeds to the 
property which Shaw theld were not valid. 
Ths case was decided by a jury in favor of 
the heirs. It was one of the most interest- 
ing cases ever tried in Hamiiton county.

John Henry, a young white man who 
took a prominent part in ua pitctied battle 
at Lake Park last year, was brought here 
last nignt for trtai. Efforts were being 
made at the time to arrest him on charges 
against him in Florida, and a deputy and a 
smali posse went to arrest him. He was 
barricaded in @ house at the time, and when 
the osse commanded him to surrender he 
opened fire upon them. The fusilade be- 
cuine general, and a woman in the house, 
Henry’s mother-in-law, was maimed for 
life by a bullet. He finally surrendered and 
was brought to jail here. He was carried 
to Live Oak, Fia., and tried and acquitted. 
He was tried at Jasper iest week and ac- 
quitted there, and last night he was 
brought here to be tried on the same 
charges against him here.

Then, too, they have been laden 
with many expenses attaching to the 
establishment of capital and to the lit- 
igation in ‘her courts made consequent, 
The legislature from session to session 
has been busied with detective skill in 
ferreting out every form of commercial 
paper upon which taxation could be 
levied, until at last the taxes which fall 
upon commercial centers is almost be- 
yond the limit of business to bear. Ags 
Fulton county and Atlanta are synony- 
mous, it follows that not only is our 
real estate taxed up to the very highest 
notch, but every business interest, and 
even every shadow of business in the 
shape of representative’ paper is taxed, 
so that, as Mr. Brown shows, Atlanta 
meets one-seventh of the burdens of the 
state, while she by no means represents 
one-seventh of the actual wealth of the 
state. 

A halt should be called to this exces- 
sive taxation by which one county has 
beeome singled out to bear such an un- 
just proportion of public liabilities. Not 
only is Fulton county overtaxed, as 
Commissioner Brown indicates, but 
when it comés to public improvements 
around the property of the state the 
state refuses to pay for the same, and 
thus throws an additional burden back 
upon the citizens of Atlanta. A case in 
point is that of the street work around 
the state capitol, where the state has re- 
fused to meet is liabilities, and the bill 
had to be met as an overcharge by the 
citizens of this city. 

The tax collector is an officer who 
should be constantly kept in view, for 
he is awake even while the people sleep. 
The people of Fulton county owe it to 
themselvesto see that their taxes go 
no higher; if, indeed, they should not 
take prompt steps to see that the rate 
is lowered decidedly. | 
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Queen Wilhelmina’s Kingdom. 

Queen Wilhelmina, of Holland, today 
celebrates her eighteenth birthday, and 
under the laws of the kingdom becomes 
queen of Holland, in the fullest sense 
of that royal title. Her formal corona- 
tion does not occur until September 6th, 
but in the meantime she is, neverthe- 
less, thoroughly invested with the at- 
tributes of sovereignty, and is legally 
entitled to the allegiance of her subjects. 
For the next week the Dutch capital 
will be resplendent with festivitiés 
growing out of the accession of Queen 
Wilhelmina to the royal office; and we 
may take advantage of the opportunity 
which is thus offered to briefly survey 
the kingdom over which she is called 
to reign. 

Holland is one of the smallest but at 
the same time one of the thriftiest coun- 
tries of Europe. Comprising only 12,- 
648 square miles of territory, or barely 
more than one-fifth of the area of the 
state of Georgia, she contains 4,705,646 
inhabitants within her restricted bor- 
ders, or 390 inhabitants to every square 
mile. Most of the territory of Holland 
has been reclaimed from the sea and 
even yet the inhabitants of the king- 
dom are engaged in carrying on persis- 
tent warfare With the invating *waters; 
but still the signs of prosperity are man- 
ifest on every hand, showing that the 
secret of national development is not al- 
ways to be found exclusively in»the soil. 
Holland is divided intoeleven different 
provinces, viz, North Brabant, Guelders 
South Holland, North Holland, Zealand, 
Utrecht, Friesland, Overyssel, Gronin- 
gen, Drenthe and Limburg. Of these 
provinces North Brabant and Guelders 
are the largest in area, while South 
Holland and North Holland are the larg- 
est in population. Holland has twenty- 
one cities, each of which contains more 
than 25,000 inhabitants, and three cities, 
each of which contains more than 100,- 
000 inhabitants. 

With respect to the government of 
Holland, it is strictly ‘constitutional, 
and in some respects broadly democrat- 
ic. The executive power of the govern- 
ment vests exclusively in the sovereign, 
while the legislative power vests con- 
jointly in the sovereign and in parlia- 
ment. Parliament is divded into two 
houses or branches, the upper and the 
lower. The upper house is composed of 
fifty members, elected by the provinces 
from among the most highly assessed in- 
habitants or from other important func- 
tionaries. The lower house is composed 
of one hundred and ninety members 
elected from the ranks of the people, In 
Holland, voters must be twenty-three 
years of age and taxpayers before they 
can exercise the right of suffrage. Leg- 
islative measures can originate only 
with the government or with the lower 
house of parliament, the functions of 
the upper -house being restricted to the 
right of approving or rejecting them 
without the right of inserting amend- 
ments. 

Holland has been remarkably success- 
ful in the control of her colonies. In 
this respect she is almost, if not fully, 
equal to Great Britain. Her colonies 
embrace 736,400 square miles, or more 
than sixty times the extent of her home 
area, and contain 33,000,000 inhabitants. 
Some of her colonies lie in the West 
Indies and some in the Bast Indies. She 
is never troubled in the least with in- 
surrections or uprisings of any kind. She 
deals kindly with her subjects, and in 
return her subjects are loyal to her. 
Most of her colonies are exceedingly fer- 
tile and productive. Among this num- 
ber being Java, Sumatra, Borneo and 
others. Spain might have fared much 
better with her colonies had she emulat- 
ed the example of Holland. 

But to return to Queen sean ae ae 
This young sovereign belongs to the 
house of Orange, oneof the most cele 
brated of the royal families of Europe. 
Her father, King William III, died eight 
years ago, leaving her to succeed him, 
but during her minority she has ruled 
through her mother, the queen regent. 
With the attainment of her eighteenth 
birthday she now becomes queen of Hol- 
land by legal right as well as by inheri- 
tance. She possesses many noble char- 
acteristics, both of heart and intellect, 
and her accession to the royal office is 
hailed with great joy.

‘IRON AND STEEL COMBINATION, 


Western Organization May Join Big 
Eastern Combine. 

Chicago, August 31.—The American Steel 
and Wire Company, of this city, organized 
last April by the consolidation of companies 
controlling 75 per cent of the production 
of wire rods and barbed wire in the United 
States, has received formal overtures to be- 
come a party to the great iron und’ steel 
combination now being consummated in 
New York. 

In response to telegrams received from 
the leading promoters of the big deal, now 
in the east, President John Lambert, of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, to- 
gether with four directors and principal 
Stockholders of the company—I. L.  EIll- 
wood, William E@inborn, Alfred Clifford 
and 8. H. Chissholm—have left to attend 
the conference now pending in New York, 
at which they will be prepared to present 
terms on which their company is wiling 
to join in the deal with the Illinois Steel, 
the Minnesota Iron, the Lorain Steel and 
the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern Railroad 
Company, which.together are to make up 
the new Federal] Steei Company. 

The American Steel and Wire officials 
before starting stated that their acceptance 
of the proposition to become a party to the 
new steel] company would be contingent on 
the stock of that company being allowed 
to come in on a basis by which it could 
share fully and fairly in the prospective 
benefits of consolidafion. 

The participation of the American Steel 
and Wire Company in the combination with 
the companies that mine and transport fron 
ore and convert it into steel will add enorm- 
ously to the scope of the new corporation 
and it will give fT almost complete command 
of all the diversified branches of one of 
the greatest industries of the United 
States, 


MISS BARTON MUST PAY FINE. 


Supplies on the Comal Cannot Be Ad- 
mitted to Havana Otherwise. 
Washington, August 31.Miss Barton will 
probably be obliged to pay the duties and 
fines imposed by the Spanish officials of 
Havana upon the cargo of the relief ship 
Comal, if she desires to secure the admis. 
sion of the supplies to Havana and their 
distribution. The information that reached 
our government as to the imposition of 
these charges came from the British con- 
sul at Havana, who is charged with the 
care of the United States interests.

Newspaper Publications Do Not Please 
the Secretary of War. 

Washington, August 31.—It cannot be 
said that S*cretary Alger is indifferent to 
the many sengationa] stories that are print- 
ed as to the conditions that prevail in the 
great military camps, for his first interest 
lies in the welfare of the individual troops. 

But he said today, that with a full 
knowledge of the lack of faundation for 
most of these, he deprecated such publica- 
tions, not because of fear that the Amert- 
can people would be mistaken in their un- 
derstanding of the actual facts, but rather 
from an apprehension of the evil effect such 
publications would produce abroad. 

There the people, who with their full 
nity training knew just what hardships 
must be encountered by troops tn a cam- 
paign, and especially in military camps 
and maneuvers, would regard with amused 
surprise the innumerable complaints that 
are pouring forth upon the government 
here upon pretexts that would be disregard. 
ed entirely in Europe. and they could 
scareely fail to gain the impression that 
the American people are lacking in soldier- 


ly qualities.

_ ASHORT RANGE VIEW 


The Rough Riders a Good Type=--They Talk a Good 
Deal More About War Before They Get in Their 
First Fight Than Afterwards---Camp Life. 


BY ROBERT 


The reception which the Seventy-first 
New York regiment received on its march 
up Broadway on Monday was of 4 charac- 
ter that must bring regret to every Georgia 
heart that Georgia has no regiment to 
greet upon its return from war. The ter- 
rible sufferings of the Seventy-first in the 
fever camps and in the foul holds of un- 
clean transports wipes out whatever stig- 
ma may have come to them through the 
action of their officers before San Juan 
hill, and the fact that of thirteen hundred 
members who marched down Broadway 
last May less than four hundred marched 
up it on Monday shows that the regiment 
received its meed of suffering, and is en- 
titled to rank with those whose officers 
were more courageous, and whose men 
were better disciplined. From now on we 
will not dispute New York’s right to make 
heroes of the Seventy-first. 

But in writing of the volunteer eoldier 
one is of necessity compelled to call at- 
tention to the real work done by the vol- 
unteers during the Santiago campaign, in 
order that the public may understand what 
a volunteer is. It is not enough to say 
that he is a soldier in embryo, for there 
are plenty of regulars now in service who 
have never listened to the whizz of a hos- 
tile bullet. It should be said, rather, that 
a regiment of recruits in action !s what its 
officers make of it. 
boy enlisted in our volunteer service today 
who Will not follow the captain of his com- 
pany wherever the captain may lead, and 
there are many who wi!l turn tafl and run 
if their captain heads in the wrong direc- 
tion. A man who accepts an ofSrer’s com- 
mission must say to himself when he is 
mustered in that he will not ask his com-~- 
mand to do anything that he will not do 
himself. If his men understand this and he 
has impressed them with the moral tnflu- 
ence of his own physical courage, they will 


follow him anywhere.

Leonard Wood, who commanded the 
First volunteer cavalry, better known 4s 
the Rough Riders. when the war began, 
once said that an officer should always 
In other words, he 
should lead his men instead of, assigning 
them to their position in battle. .Wood is 
a physician in the regular army, with the 
rank of captain, but a microscope would 
not discover in his record anything excep- 
tional in the lne of his performance of 
professional duty. He enlisted as a doctor 
six years ago and was sent west to par- 
ticipate in the Indian campaign. The next 
the war department heard of him was in 
the shape of an official report, which said 
that he had joined a band of scouts and 
had followed some Indian desperadoes four- 
teen hundred miles across the prairie, cap- 
turing them in the end and turning them 
over to General Miles. Thereafter, when- 
ever his command went into action Wood 
was in the fighting line, and not in the 
hospital tent, where he belonged.

Indians, train robbers, stage drivers and 
desperate characters generally.

scientious. Roosevelt ts the craziest white 
man I ever saw. He is short, dark, nery- 
ous, irritable and possessed of the energy 
and courage of the devil. He runs rough 
shod over military discipline: knows neith- 
er official superiors nor subordinates, and 
in action throws himself into the fighting 
line with a gun and forgets that it is his 
duty to command, not to shoot. His dare- 
devil spirit inspired the Rough Riders as 
the calculating courage of Waqod never 
could and when the latter succeeded Gen- 
peral Young as brigade commander, Roose- 
velt gave the Rough Riders a freer rein 
than was ever dreamt of before in mili- 
tary’ history.

He is 
a big-hearted, thoughtless, fearless, rash 
young man, who neither gives orders nor

CHANGE WAS UNEXPECTED JUST NOW 


Knox, of Nashville, Is Extended 
Over Western aai Atlantic. 


THE GENERAL FREIGHT TRAFFIC 


| Offices of the Western and Atlantic have 
been abolished, 


taking effect today, and

Mr. Dickey’s removal was rather unex- 
pected by the public at this time, as it 
was thought the management had de- 
cided to “lay low” for a month or two 
and make the changes by slow stages. 
But the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis's new traffic manager, Mr. Horace 
F. Smith, issued the official notice Tues- 
day afternoon and he and it arrived here 
together yesterday morning. 

Mr. J. A. Sams, the new division freight 
agent, ls well known in the southeastern 
states, to traffic men and to shippers. He 
is the general southern agent in Atlanta 
and Nashville and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. He 
is an exceptionally strong traffic man and 
has hundreds of warm personal friends 
among the shippers. 

Mr. Sams’s ability was recognized long 
ago by other roads and he has had a num- 
ber of invitations to accept positions. 
some of which would have taken him 
away from Atlanta. He preferred the con- 
nection he had. 

Mr, Sams will report to Mr. George R. 
Knox, general freight agent of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St, Louis, whose 
jurisdiction is extended over the Western 
and Atlantic and Rome roads. 

Barring Mr. Brown and Mr. Dickey, the 
management coukd not have made a bet- 
ter selection. He has been the joint rep- 
resentative of these roads for almost fif- 
teen years, 

Both Mr. Brown and Mr. Dickey, who 
retire, have comfortable fortunes and large 
private interests. The prevailing impres- 
sion is that they were let out because they 
were getting too much business for their 
road. President J. W. Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, said 
the reason Mr. Brown was retired was 
because there was no need of two traffic 
managers on the system, 

Mr. Brown has been with the Western 
and Atlantic since January 1, 1877. He en- 
tered the company’s service as a clerk in 
the freight department at #0 a month. 
He -worked his way up, and in less than 
five yearS was made general freight agent. 
In 1884 the passerger department was add- 
ed to his jurisdiction @nd he became gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent. In 1889 
the old lessees elected him traffic manager, 
and when the new lessees took charge in 
1891 Mr. Brown was continued as traffic 
manager. The earnings of the company 
have increased under him from $7,700 to 
$12,000 a mile. 

A part of the Western and Atlantic’s 
claim department was transferred last 
night to Nashville. Mr. Dade Sams, head 
of the Western ana Atlantic’s claim de- 
partment, will remain here.

Mr. Dickey has been with the Western 
and Atlantic for more than thirty years, 
having entered its scrvice in 1868, when he 
was seventeen years old. He worked his 
way up to the position of general freight 
agent, and he was a good one, all admit. 
He and Mr. Brown controlled thousands of 
carloads of competitive freight which no 
Other road could ever touch so long as 
they were connected with the line. Firms 
shipping 1,000 to 2,500 carloads of freight a 
year gave it to the Western and Atlantic 
because of personal friendship for Mr.

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PRESIDENT SMITH HAS A SAY 


Head of the Georgia Division T. P. A. 
Writes of the Situation. 


DENIES STATEMENTS PUBL:SHED 


Says He Has Stepped cn Toes of Sone 
and They Are Endeavoring te 
Get Their Revenge. 


Mr. E. E. Smith, state president of the 
Georgia division of the Travelers’ Protec- 
tive Association, concerning whose resig- 
nation there has recently been considerable 
discussion, has written to The Constitution 
and tells kis position in the matter. 

He attaches. no importance to the criti- 
cisms that have been made of bim or the 
statements which those who oppose him 
have made, but attributes them all to per- 
sonal prejudice. He says that in conduct- 
ing the affairs of the office he has either 
trod on the toes of, or got in the way of 
some little fellow, and he is now under- 
taking to obtain his revenge by sowing 
seeds of discord in the Georgia division. 

Mr. Smith’s card gives a full statement 
of the facts in the case and deals in detail 
with the whole matter. It is as follows: 

“Chicago, Lll., July 29, 1898.—Editor Con- 
stitution: There are ee who build. There 
are these who destroy, or seek to do 80. 
In 1894 I transferred my eae in 
the Travelers’ Protective sociation of 
America to the Georgia post. During the 
two or three years of its existence this 
post had grown to only thirteen membera, 
_I set to work to build up a Georgia di- 
vision. Taere were in existence at 
last state convention six posts (another 
has since be@n organized) with 803 mem- 
bers and $1,000 in the state treasury above 
all debts. In 1897 I was elected president. 
- In 1898 I was re-elected president, and had 
the additional honor at the national con- 
vention (1) of having my division awarded 
the trophy as showing the most prosperous 
condition of any in the United States, (2) 
and also of being elected first national vice 
president by acclamation. 

“In the progress of these events I have, 
I suppose, some time accidentally trod 
upon the toes of, or got in the way of 
some little fellow, and he has, in the col- 
umns of the press, undertaken to get his

finest division in the United States. 
I ask the benefit of your larger circulation 
to correct the misleading and untrue 
statements in The Journal's article. 

‘Taking them up seriatim: 

“1. It is implied that I am neither a 
member nor president of the Georgia di- 
vision. I am both. Under the national 
constitution I could not change my mem- 
bership to another division before January 
1, 1899, even if I desired to do so. As I 
have not resigned, I am still president of 
the Georgia division. I am sorry that 
Second Vice President Maddox does not 
more closely observe our consfitution and 
by-laws, for he has unguardedly been led 
& apparently assist this effort at dissen- 
sion. 

‘2. It is stated that I sued the post of 
which I am a member for a $15 claim 
which the post had refused to allow, but 
paid to avoid a scandal. All three of these 
statements are untrue. Mr. Cashman and 
I were delegates to the national conven- 
tion from the Georgia division. We each 
presented a bill for expenses to the state 
convention—he for $50. I for $40. Mr. Ed 
Maddox also presented a bill for $50. Each 
of us was allowed $25 by the state. Mr. 
Maddox, Jr.. and Mr. Cashman were: paid 
the remaining $25 out of funds belonging 
to the posts. I never presented a claim. 
My wife, to whom I had jokingly sold the 
claim for $1, presented it to the board 
of directors, who ordered it paid by unani- 
mous vote, and it was pald. 

“3. It is stated that ‘the Georgia division 
instructed its delegates to the recent na- 
tional convention to vote for Joseph Wal- 
lerstein for president,’ and that ‘Smith 
voted for Duffin instead of Wallerstein, 
as directed.’ The Jelegates from the Geor- 
gia division were sent uninstructed. Five 
voted for Duffin, six for Wallerstein, each 
man being free to vote as he pleased. 1 
was chairman of the Georgia delegation, 
but made no effort to influence the yotes 
of the delegates. The previous year I aided 
in electing Mr. Wallerstein president. His 
record was such that I did not feel justi- 
fied in voting for his re-election. Out of 
respect for the position which he held, and 
because I can see no good to come ,to the 
association, I decline to give the public 
the reasons for my action. Whenever the 
authority that sent me as a delegate asks 
for the grounds for my vote, they will be 
given. 

‘4. It is stated that ‘shortly after the 
national convention the Augusta post 
passed resolutions calling Smith a traitor 
and a few other pet names, and asking 
him for his resignation.’ There is not a 
word of truth in this. It is made out of 
whol4 cloth. 

“There seems to be somebody with a 
bilious colic over the fact that I am still 
president of the Georgia division. As the 
division has been moying along harmoni- 
ouslv and smoothly. why all this hubbub? 
In July (6th) I presented my resignation 
to the state board of directors and asked 
them to call the convention (the only 
body that can elect my successor under 
the constitution of Georgia), for the pur- 
pose of electing a presiden® The directors 
declined to accept my resignation and 
passed resolutions highly complimentary 
to me. ordering them sent to the secretary 
of every post in the state. The two At- 
lanta posts passed a resolution specially 
reauesting me not to resign. 

‘IT trust that the members of the Georgia 
division of the Travelers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation and the good people of Georgia will 
ay no attention to these efforts to create 
issension. The state board is composed 
of men of high character who. in the fu- 
ture ag in the past. will care faithfully for 
the interests of the division. We are in 
entire harmony. At the right time and 
in the proper manner, whatever is best 
will, be done. Very truly.

Mrs. Cora A. Strozier Asks for Perma- 
nent Alimony. 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES MADE 


She Claim Her Husband, Mason Stro- 
zier, Treated Her with Cruelty 
and Neglect.

In a petition which tells of the alleged 
cruelties on the part of her husband, filed 
yesterday moriing in the clerk's office of 
the Fulton superior court, Mrs. Cora A. 
Strozier prayed that she be granted per- 
manent alimony from her husband, Mason 
Strozier, and in a second petition she 
asked that she be granted temporary ali- 
mony until the final hearing and decree 
in the case for permanent alimony, and 
that her husband be made to bear the cost 
of the litigation. 

Judge Lumpkin ordered that the defend- 
ant, Mason Strozier, show cause on Sep- 
tember 17th why he should not pay: the 
cost of the litigation and the temporary 
alimony. 

The petition of Mrs. Strozier, formerly 
Miss Cora A.Cheatham,represents that she 
married Mason Strozier on December 25, 
1897, in Fulton county, but soon after the 
wedding they came to Atlanta, where they 
have since resided. The petition alleges 
that some time after the marriage Mason 
Strozier became extremely cruel to Mrs. 
Strozief. 

“He often,”’ alleges the petition, ‘‘threat- 
ened to take the life of petitioner, and of- 
ten drove her from his home in the said 
city of Atlanta without food or clothing. 
She further represents that said defendant 
Has, on many occasions during the year 
1898, threatened to kill petitioner, and she 
has been repeatedly forced to fly in alarm 
from dis house and take shelter and find 
food with her neighoors and friends. 

‘Petitioner bore these cruel acts from 
week to week and from month to month, 
earnestly wishing to continue the said mar- 
riage relations with her husband. She had

NO TAX ON DEBENTURES. 


Tax Committee Fails To Levy a Charge 
on Atlanta and West Point 
Bonds. 

The debentures of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad held in Atlanta, will not be 
taxed by the municipal government. The 
tax committee of city council, in regular 
session at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon, unanimously decided that the deben- 
tures were not subject to taxation. This 
settles the matter so far as this council 
is concerned unless council kills the 
report of the committee, and this is not 
at all probable. 

It was Councilman Lumpkin who intro- 
duced a resobution tn council several weeks 
ago to tax these debentures. He held that 
under the law, it was the duty of the city 
OfficiaJs to see that the tax was collected. 
The holders of the debentures in the city 
raised a mighty kick against“the tax, and 
after several weeks’ hard fight, won their 
pomt. 

Several prominent citizens, holders of the 
Gebentures, were present at the meeting 
yesterday afternoon. Dr. A. W. Calhoun, 
who holds some of the bonds as trustee, 
stated he did not think the debentures were 
taxable, and that it would be a mistake 
for council to attempt to tax them. It-did 


not take the committee long to come to 
this conclusion. 

No other business of any impertance was 
transacted by the tax committee.

REPORT TO COUNCIL MONDAY 


Committee Recommends That Record- 
er’s Salary Be Cut $400. 
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HILLYER WILL HAVE MINORITY REPORT 


Believing $158,800 Can Be Saved An- 
nually, He Introduces a Resolu- 
tion to This Effect. 


THE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE OF THER 
city council appointed to ascertain if any 
reduct‘ons can be made in the maintenance 
of the municipality held its last regular 
meeting at the city hall yesterday morn- 
ing. With the exception of the depart- 
ment of street lighting, the committee has 
agreed on no pian affording an opportunity 
for material reduction in expenses. The 
committeemen appear to be strongly in 
favor of changing the contract for street 
lighting, and believe that money can be 
saved by municipal ownership. It was de- 
cided to recommend the immediate inves- 
tigation of the advisability and practica- 
bility of the erection of an electric light 
plant. 

‘A sub-committee, consisting of Alderman 
Mayson, Councilman Hammond and Chair- 
man Patterson, of the police board. was 
appointed to formulate the report of the 
investigation for Judge Hillyer 
was first appointed on this committee, 
but he declined to serve on the grounds 


council. 


that he intended to bring in a minority 
report. He introduced a resolution recom- 
mending that the municipal expenses be 
reduced $158,800, bused on a schedule he had 
prepared showing certain reductions in va- 
rious departments. The committee voted 
down the resolution, Judge Hillyer being 
the only affirmative voter. Mr. Mayson 
stated he favored tertain reductions called 
for by Judge Hiliyer, but would have to 
vote against the measure as a whole. 

The committee decided to recommend a 
reduction of $400 in whe salary of the re- 
corder. It was also decided to recommend 
Such changes in the charter as will allow 
the appointment of the city comptroller by 
the mayor subject to the approval of 
the council for a term of three years. At 
the suggestion of Councilman Peters the 
committee recommended the organization 
of a sinking fund commission to consist of 
some of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 
:mall be to look after the 
city’s bonded indebtedness. The depart- 
ments of law, parks, bridges and contin- 
gent were unanimously passed. A resolu- 
tion was passed calling for a uniform sys- 
tem of bookkeeping under state super- 
vision. It was suggested that the office of 
assistant city attorney be dispensed with, 
but it was decided not to recommend such 
® move. 

The sub-committee will meet in the ncxt 
few days, ind the report will doubtless 
g@o to council Monday. lt is thought the 
work of the committee will result in a 
miterial saving to the taxpayers through 
the street lighting department. 

The Question of Street Lights. 

Ibe street iighting problem was the first 
discussed at yesterday’s session. The two 
lights under Forsyth strect bridge were 
deemed unnecessary, and it was decided 
to recommend their removal. Captain J. 
F. Burke appeared before the committee 
as the representative of a company which, 
he said, would agree to light the city 
much better than it is being lighted at 
present at a total cost of $39,999 per annum, 
His iight is made of a combination of kero- 
sene and gasoiine, and his figures were 
based on 1,000 arc lights. The light is of 
700 caadle power and Captain Burke says 
it will give a better light than those now 
in use, which are said to be 2,000 candle 
power. He offered to place lights on 
Peachtree street, where a comparison 
could be made. Mr. Patterson moved that 
the electric light committee be requested 
to investigate the new light and report 
the result to council. 

Mayor Collier then formulated a resolu- 
tion stating it was the sense of the com- 
mittee that the city should at once take 
some steps toward the ownership of an 
electric iight plant and that there snoula 
be an appropriation for an expert investi- 
gation. The motion was unanimously car- 
ried.

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The Department of Law. 

The department of law was next con- 
sidered. Mr. Patterson thought the re- 
ecorder’s salary should be reduced from 
$2,406 to $1,800 a year. Mr. Hammond ob- 
jected on the ground that the position is 
worth what is now being paid. Judge Hill- 
yer offered a compromise for $2,000, and it 
was adopted. Alderman Dimmock thought 
too much money was being paid out for 
expert testimony in the courts. Mr. Ham- 
mond stated the only Way to secure expert 
testimony was to pay for it, and no action 
Was. taken along this line. 

Mr. Dimmock mae the Suggestion that 
the office of assistant city attorney be 
abolished. Judge Hillyer stated it would 
not be wise to leave all the municipal legal 
affairs in the hands of one lawyer in view 
of the costly legis:ation the city is now and 
might be engaged in. The majority of the 
co ttee seemed to be in favor of this 
opinion, and Mr. Dimmock later stated he 
also did not believe it would be t to 
abolish the office. 

Mr. Mayson made a strong argument in 
reference to the department of comptrol- 
ler. He had inspected the system of book- 
keeping used in the office and did not think 
it was the best in that it was not sufficient- 
ly clear as to the itemized expenditures. 
He said the comptroller should be the con-. 
fidential clerk and bookkeeper of the mayor 
and council, believing m this way he could’ 
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council by a two-thirds wete. A resolution 
‘to this effect was unanimously passed. 

Judge Hillyer thought the term of the 
comptroller should be made three years 
instead of two so as to rid him of all po- 
litical affiliations. The committee unani- 
mously agreed with this suggestion, and 
this was also carried. 

A Sinking Fund Commission. 

Cne of the mcst important topics con- 
sidered at the meeting was the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Peters that a sinking fund com- 
mission be established in order to take 
charge of the city’s bonded indebtedness. 
Mr. Peters stated that all other cities of 
any impcrtance had such commissions, 
which had saved the various municipali- 
ties coreiderable sums of money every 
year by gcod financial management. 

“The law requires,” caid he, “that the 
city of Atlanta lay aside as a sinking fund 
SS much money every ,year for the final 
liquidation of its bonded indebtedness. At- 
lanta has been obeying this law, and we 
now have in the neighborhood of $60,000 
lying idle in the banks without bringing 
any revenue into the city. The result is 
that we are continually paying heavy in- 


terest, but are receiving none, even when 
we have idle capital. The object in this 
commission is to see that the bonds are 
properly taken up on maturity, and to 
hardle this sinking fund so as to bring a 
revenue into the city treasury. This com- 
mission could buy Atlanta bonds, paying 
just as good a price, if not better, as could 
be secured elsewhere.” 

A resolution to the effect that the com- 
mittee recommend that such a committee 
be estab:ished was unanimously carried.

Alderman Mayson chen introduced the

Séusational Amendment Was Filed at 
Court House Yesterday. 


REDWINE IS NOW IN ’FRISCO 


Message Supposed To Be from Him 
Received Yesteriay. 


WANTS HIS WIFE TO JOIN HIM THERE 


Amendment Charges That Mrs. Red- 
wine Bis Moved Her Silver from 
Her Home.

The Redwine case came up in court again 
yesterday in the shape of an amendment 
to the original petition for a receiver. This 
amendment was filed through Messrs. John 
L. Hopkins & Sons, J. E. McClelland 
and A. J. Orme, petitioner’s attorneys, and 
Was captioned Chamberlain, Johnson, Du- 
Bose Company, et al., vs. J. B. Redwine, 
et al. 

It ayers that since the issuance of or- 
ders in reference to the case, Mrs. J. B. 
Redwine has packed all the Redwine sil- 
yerware in large trunks and surreptitiously 
removed them to the residence of J. L. 
Richmond, a relative residing on Forrest 
avenue. The petition alleges that in Wi 
ing this is was the intention of Mrs. Red- | 
wine to remove from the state, secretly 
and in violation of the orders of the court, 
the trunks and their contents. 

The amendment filed yesterday repre- 
sents that Mrs. Redwine sold to Herren & 
Wallace, liverymen, a pair of horses, a 
large landau and a set of double harness. 
This property, avers the petition, is worth 
$1,000, and is a portion of the assets of 
the defendant, J. B. Redwine. It is de- 
clared in the petition that Herren & Wal- 
lace paid only $275 cash for this property, 
whith was a great and unnecessary sacri- 
fice. 

The petitioners pray the court in their 
petition that Herren & Wallace and J. 
L. Richmond be made party defendants 
to the case, and that the horses, landau, 
marness remain unencumbered, while the 
trunks and their contents, alleged to be at 
the residence of J. L. Richmond, be 
turned over to the receiver for the Red- 
wine assets, 

Judge Lumpkin issued an order directing 
that the receiver take charge of the two 
trunks and their contents, and instructing 
Herren & Wallace to refrain from dispos- 
ing of or encumbering in any manner the 
property purchased from Mrs. Redwine, 

A telegram received yesterday by Mrs. 
Redwine, purporting to be from her hus- 
band, J. B. Redwine, discloses his where- 
abouts. It was sent from San Francisco, 


and is as follows: 

“San Francisco, August 30.—Mrs. J. B. 
Redwine, Atlanta: You can get here on 
less than three hundred. Come. 

“J. B. REDWINE.” 

A messenger boy, it seems, was on his 
Way to the Redwine residence yesterday 
morning for the purpose of delivering this 
message, but not knowing the exact loca- 
tion of the house, he asked a gentleman 
for further directions, and at the same 
time handed him the telegram. 

The enVelope, it is claimed, was unsealed 
and the gentleman, after reading the con- 
tents, hastened to the city and told what 
it contained to one of the attorneys for 
tne plaintiffs. In this manner the story 
leaked out. - 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, of Candler & 
Tnomson, attorneys for Mrs. Redwine, in 
Speaking yesterday of both the telegram 
ad the amendment filed to the original 
itedwine receivership petition, said: 

‘“Ihe telegram was received by Mrs.

Defendant and Co-Respordent in Divorce

THE WOMAN WAS VERY ANGRY 


Another Sensational Chapter in a 
Most Remarkable Story.

To Take Maryland Volunteers Home. 


MUSTER DAY AT M’PHERSON 


Every Man in Garrison and Hospital 
‘Was Mustered Yesterday. 


NURSES ARE PAID FROM A SPECIAL FUND 


Twelve Maryland Soldiers Left for 
Their Homes on the Trains—Others 
Go to Huntsville, Ala. 


IT WAS GENERAL MUSTER DAY 
yesterday among the 700 patients of the 
hospitals an@ with the large body of re- 
cruits still in garrison at Fort McPherson. 

The greater part of the day was spent by 
the mustering officers of the various de- 


tachments represented at the post in 


~making the round of the shacks and tents 


of the recruits in order to identify each 
man and see that each Was present and ae- 
counted for. 

Muster day comes always on the last of 
the month and the report of the command- 
ing officer of the garrison is turned over to 
the paymaster of the department of the 
gu.f, who is notified in this way of the 
amount of salary due each soldier in camp 
and hospital. The last vt the month is 
hailed with pleasure by all the inmates of 
the post and most of them always manage 
to remain in their quarters until the mus- 
tering officer has checked their names off. 
A great deal of detail is connected with 
the work of. mustering as many as 1,000 
soldiers and with the limited number of 
experienced officers now at Fort McPherson 
the labor necessarily falls on a few. | 

Much care has to be sreserved in ascer- 
taining the names and uccounting for the 
patients in the hospitals, all of whom, un- 
less disqualified by some breach of the 
regulations, receive their pay as regularly 
as the men in active service. Some of the 
patients are dangerously ill and in such 
cases instead of disturbing the men them- 
selves the information desired is obtained 
from the nurses in atteudance. 

The work of mustering the soldiers in 
the hospitais was conducted personally by 
Major Taylor ysterday, assisted by three 
clerks of the hospital corps, each of whom 
was required to check off the name of the 
patients and designate in the register the 
tent or ward in which each man is kept. 

All of the employees of the hospitals, 
with the exception of the trained nurses, 
draw their pay under the general monthly 
muster and the salaries of the nurses come 
from a special fund provided for that pur- 
pose and kept in the hands of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg at Washington. Of the hos- 
pital corps men, of whom there are now 150 
were included in 
the muster taken yesterduy, while the 
seventyfive trained nurses will receive their 
pay direct from Washington. 

Maryland Patients Leave. 

A special noSpital train, provided by the 
state of Maryland for the transportation of 
all the Maryland volunteers in the hos- 
pitals of the country back to their own 
state, arrived in. Atianta early yesterday 
morning from Baltimore and was trans- 
ferred to the Central road. The train was 
handsomely fitted up and in charge of a 
surgeon from one of the Baltimore hos- 
pitals. 

Arriving at Fort McPherson all of the 
Maryland volunteers in the hospitals who 
were able to be carried on board were 
brought to the train in stretchers and given 
comfortable berths in the handsome apart- 
ments of the sleepers. 

Highteen men of the Fifth Maryland were 
in the hospitals, but only twelve of them 
were thought well enough to be taken out 
of the wards and the remaining six were 
left at Fort McPherson. 

The hospital train left Atlanta at 1:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon for Huntsville, 
Ala., where all the Maryland patients in 
the hospitals will be taken on board and 
carried to Baltimore, 

The arrival of the-train at Fort McPher- 
son was a surprise to the officers at the 
post as well as to the Maryland men them- 
selves, who had no idea but that they 
would have to remain at Fort McPherson 
until alowed to leave on furlough. 

The twelve Marylanders expressed delight 
at the thoughtfulness of the authorities of 
their state in sending for them and the 
rest of the patients in the wards where the 
lucky soldiers were kept congratulated the 
Maryland boys oh their good luck. 

It is plain that the authorities of the 
state of Maryland are tired of the inac- 


‘tion of the government in the matter of 


taking care of the sick and wounded and 
have determined to remove all the volun- 
teers from that state out of the army hos- 
pitals of the country. 

At Fort McPherson the conditions sur- 
rounding the hospital are much superior to 
those at any other hospital in the country 
controlled by the army authorities, but the 
state of Maryland has determined to make 
no exception of any camp, but remove all 
their sick at once to Baltimore, where the 
men will be given the best of care and at- 
tention. 


SOUTHERN MOVED 75,000 MEN. 


General Superintendent Barrett So Es- 


timates and Says His Company 
Has Not Had an Accident 

General Superintendent W. H. Barrett, 
of the Southern railway, was in Atlanta 
yesterday. He was asked how many sol- 
diers his company had moved during the 
war, and he estimated the number at 
75,000. That is three times the size of the 
regular army at the time the war broke 
out, 

These figures apply only to the troops 
moved by special trains. Many thousands 
were carried on regular trains. So far, 
everything has gone smoothly, although 
Mr. Barrett says: ‘“‘We have walked the 
floor many a night.’’ ’ 

The officials in charge of the transporta- 
tion felt the great responsibility of hand- 
ling the soldiers without accident and they 
took every precaution. The trains could 
have been rushed along at a much higher 
speed, but the transportation men pftefer- 
red to go slower and get the trains through 
safely. When a railroad runs extra trains, 
the danger is greatly increased. Regular 
trains are not near so liable to get in col- 
sion or to have other accidents as special 
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ATTORNEY THOMAS J. LEFTWICH. 
He Has Figured Boldly in Atlanta’s Recent Sensation with Mrs. Wes 
Jordan—His Wife is Seeking to Get Rid of Him. 


NESBITT SAYS COTTON 
IS SHORT I5 PERCENT 


This Is His Estimate of the Crop of 1898 as Compared 
to Last Year’s Crop--=Gives Interesting State- 
, ment of the Condition of the Various 
Crops in This State. 


Commissioner of Agriculture R. T. Nesbitt gives an estimate of the cotton 
and other crops grown and now growing in’ Georgia, and also a statement con- 
* cerning the condition of the various crcps. This statement was also sent to the 


New Orleans cotton exchange. 


It is one that will prove of interest to those engaged in agricultural pursuits 
as well as to the merchants and business men of the state. It is compiled on the 
reports received by Colonel Nesbitt. from every section of the state and in many 


ways shows a gratifying situation. 


Colonel Nesbitt estimates that the cotton crop will be from 10 to 20 per cent less 
than it was last year. He gives the reasons for this estimate as based on the 
conditions reported from ell sectoins of the state. The estimate is based, how- 
ever, on the/conditions at the present time, and it is not believed that the crop 
will get very far out of the range of the estimate. 

In speaking of the wheat and fruit crops, Commissioner Nesbitt says they were 
probably the best this state has ever known. He predicts a larger acreage of 
wheat next year and says the fruit growers will make arrangements to use the 
fruit which they will not be able to ship, for lack of cars or crates. 


The statement in full is as follows: 

“T take great pleasure in giving you an 
estimate of the condition, prospects, etc., 
of the various crops grown and growing in 
Georgia for the year 1898. Cotton being the 
chief money crop of the state excites the 
most interest, and is more tarefully watch- 
ed and noted than any other crop. Start- 
ing off with a dry May and June, and wit 
a decrease of 7 per cent in acreage, the 
prospect on July 1st was poor for an aver- 
age crop. At that date the plants were 
small and growing very slowly, save in a 
few isuvlated localitics. July and August 
have been wet mcnths, resulting in a large 
weed growth on the red lanis, and in rust, 
root rot.. blight and shedding on the gray, 
level lands of the state. Reports from the 
souttern part of the state estimate the 
decrease from/an average crop at from 10 
to (in some cases) 3 per cent. In most of 
the counties of middle and north Georgia 
the crop is reported as doing fairly well, 
though sheddiny and rotting of bolls is 
taking place. Some fields that were not 
clean when the rains commenced, are be- 
ing injured by grass and weeds, and it will 
be impossible to profitably clean them now. 
This, however, will not count for much 
in the total yleld. More fertilizers were 
used this year than last, but in my opin- 
ion, the increase can be accounted for by 
the unusual quantity used on the various 
grain crops. 

“Summing up the whole matter and tak- 
ing into the account the varying conditions 
presented by the different sections of the 
state, I estimate that, with a good gather- 
ing season, the yield will be 10 to 20 per 
cent less than last year. 

“Corn has yielded more bountifully, and 
on the plantations there will be little de- 
mand for western, corn during the next 
twelve montihs. In some counties the early 
planted corn has been badly injured by the 
dry weather in June, but this injury is 
more than made up by the wonderfully 
good crops of the other fields. The saving 
of fodder has been retarded, and a large 
quantity of it injured or lost by the wet 
weather. 

“Our people are beginning to take much 
interest in the shredding of the corn stalk, 
and as the use of the dhredder becomes 
general the problem of abundant long for- 
age will be solved and there will then be 
no need of importing western hay. 

“The oat crop of the state was a failure 
this year, simply from the fact that our 


farmers insist on planting oats tm tne 
spring, with the result that a dry May 
ruined the crop. The small acreage of fall 
sown oats did very well. In the south At- 
lantic and gulf states this crop should be 
sown in October and November, despite 
the fact that it may then be winter-killed. 

“In wheat, Georgia never did better than 
she did this year. Every farmer who plant- 
ed this grain made a satisfactory crop, 
and very many made exceptionally fine 
crops. Unfortunately, the acreage was not 
large—probably not exceeding 400,000 acres. 
There will undoubtedly be an increase in 


| the acreage of this crop of from 33 to © 


per cent, and as our farmers have learned 
that it pays to prepare the land well and 
also to fertilize for wheat, I look for fine 
results in the next crop. 

“Other crops grown in Georgia—such as 
peas, potatoes, rice, sorghum and sugar 
cane—are all good at this date, and each 
one promises a bountiful yield of its kind. 
These crops, taough not counted as of 
much importance, are of vast benefit, fur- 
nisLing, as they do to our people, a large 
portion of their food supply. 

“In the matter of fruits of various kinds, 
Georgia has broken her record this year. 
Her melon crop, shipped out of the state, 
has, I think, reached and perhaps exceeded 
8,000 carloads. Of peaches, mostly the fa- 
mous Elberta, she has shipped to northern 
markets over 2,200 carloads, and in addi- 
tion to these many carloads of berries, 
plums and grapes thave gone in the same 
direction. So great was ihe peach crop 
that thousands of bushels were lost for 
want of crates in some cases, ard for want 
of cars in others. Many growers intend 
to provide against such loss in the future 
by putting up canaing and evaporating 
plants, to save the fruit that cannot be 
safely shipped. 

“The growing of peaches is increasing 
eadh year, and experience has shown 
that every section of the state is well 
adapted to this industry. ‘ 

“Stock of all kinds are in good condition 
throughout the state, and the pastures 
much’ better than usual at this season of 
the year. 

“The farmers of Georgia would be in ex- 
cellent shape but for the low price of cot- 
ton, which is ruinous to many of them. At 
5 cents a pound for middling cotton no man 
in Georgia can hire and feed hands to make 
it, and hope to clear any money.”’

LEE’S CORPS MAY BE SENT TO ATLANTA 


The Result of the Board’s Investigat- 
ion Was Forwarded to the War 
Department Yesterday. 


THB REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
inspection, appointed at the direction of 
the secretary of war to examine into the 
condition of Piedmont park, was completed 
yesterday morning and filed in the office 
ef General Pennington, commander of tho 
department of the gulf. A copy of the 
report of the inspecting officers was sent 
to the secretary of war, and the question 
whether or not the exposition grounds 
will be accepted as an army station will 
be finally settled in the next few days. 

The members of the board would make 


no statement .at the conclusion of their 
work as to the contents of the report, but 
it can be stated with practical certainty 
that the report is favorable to making. the 
park an army camp. General Pennington 
was questioned as to the outcome of the 
investigation, but stated that he had no 
right to divulge a matter which was for 
the eyes of the war department alone. He 
said: 

“The report will doubtless he made pub- 
lic after it thas gone into the hands of 
the secretary of war, but I have no au- 
thority to give it out or even hint as to 
the contents of the repor a, 

The statement made by Colonel Cleary, a 
member of the board, that the buildings of 
Piedmont park would answer the purposes 
for a camp, with slight repairs on some of 
fhem, can be taken to mean than the 
board has recommended the acceptance of 
the place by the government provided the 
authorities controlling the park will make 
the needed improvements. 

There are no army camps at present in 
the state with the facilities for accom- 
modating as many men as the proposed 
site at Piedmont park. At every other 
place the soldiers are compelled to sleep 
in rudely constructed shacks which offer 
practically no protection from the weather, 
while at Piedmont park the city has offer- 
ed to turn over all the buildings to the 
men should the government see fit to ac- 
cept the place, 

In case the report, of the board ts favor- 
able it is still uncertain what troops the 
government will put in damp at Piedmont 
park, but the belief prevails at the de- 
partment of the gulf that either the re- 
mainder of General Coppinger’s corps at 
Fernandina or the Seventh army corps, 
under General Lee, at Jacksonville, will 
be the command to.come to Atlanta. 

If General Lee’s corps should be sent to 
occupy Piedmont park the departure of 
the troops would be likely to take place 
at any time,’ since lt is’ understood that 
Lee’s corps has beetrdeSsignated as the one 
to be sent to CwbarltipoOn the removal of 
the Spanish forces. ) 

The accommodations at Piedmont park 
for as many 12,000 men would seem to in- 
dicate that the idea of the government in 


fr asking dor the investigation is to mass a 


large number of soldiers at this point, 
which is recognized to be one of the finest 
as regards sanitary precautions in the 
state. 

Atlanta is not the only city fm the state 
that is making a bid for the big army 
camp, and the claims of several towns in 
the central and southern part of Georgia 
have been put in by their representatives 
In congress. At the time the committee of 
Atlantians visited the war department. a 
few days ago, with the object of securing 
the camp, two other representatives were 
present working for the same object. The 
decision of the war department will be an- 
nounced in the next few days and will 
be awaited with interest ty many At- 
lantians.

Women Students. 


Recent statistics with regard to the ed- 
yeation of women show that in Switzer- 
land, where the standard is very high, 
nearly one-fifth of the students are wo- 
men, and of these nearly one-half are 
from Russia, England and Germany. 

Switzerland was one of the first countries 
to encourage the higher education for wo- 
men, and it is probably due to this fact 
that the proportion of female students 
is so large. The colleges of Denmark al- 
low greater privileges to women than do 
those of Switzerland, but the greater pop- 
‘wlarity of the Swiss universities is prob- 
ably due to political causes. With all the 
wars which have disturbed the countries 
surrounding the little republic, it has re- 
mained neutral, having become the asy- 
lum for political refugees, who were, many 
of them, teachers or cultured men in re- 
duced circumstances who became instruc- 
tors as a means of support. There the 
system of education has been a composite 
coliection of ideas from various coun- 
tries, and for this reason has attracted 
many foreigners, especially women, who 
recognize the fact that these institytions 
because of their cosmopolitan character, 
present fewer obstacies to their intellectual 


progress.

supervision, which was adopted at the re- 
cent convention of the League of American 
Municipalities in Detroit: 


‘‘Whereas, Municipal officers are entitled 
to the full credit due to the honest and 
capable administration of municipal af- 
fairs, and 

‘‘Whereas, Money collected by taxation 
and devoted to public use should be ac- 
counted for with all .the care and regard 
for taxpayers’ interests, as are deposits in 
savings banks, and 

‘“‘Whereas, A uniform system of account- 
ing applicable to every municipality in a 
state, formulated and audited by the state, 
designed to show the entire and true costs 
of all public utilities owned and operated 
by municipalities, is the most effective 
check on unwise expenditures and the most 
reliable guide to a correct municipal policy 
that can be devised; be it 

‘Resolved, That the League of American 
Municipalities earnestly approves the en- 
actment of state laws providing for a uni- 
form system of accounting that will group 
all similar items under the same general 
headings and designed to show the entire 
and’ true costs of all public utilities 
operated by each municipality; and be it 

“Resolved, That the law should provide 
for a state audit of all municipal accounts 
and the annual publication of a compara- 
tive statement showing the results of 
municipal administration by each munici- 
pality; and be it 

“Resolved, That this league recommend 
all municipal governments in each state 
to co-operate for the purpose of securing, 
at the earliest peactical date, the enaet- 
ment of a law providing for the uniform 
System of municipal accounting, to be 
formulated. audited and the result publish- 
ed annually by state authority.’’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted.

THE SCHOOL CHTLDREN OF ATLAN. 
ta who were regularly promoted in the 
grammar schools 
the school building yesterday morning and 
were handed lists of the books which they 
w:ll require this term. All the teachers 
were in their places and it is thought that 
the majority of the children who were 
promoted last year went to the schools 
and received their book Iists. 

As a result of the issuance of the lists 
yesterday the book stores of the city are 
unusually busy and many of the children 
are buying their books. The object in 
giving out the lists at so early a date was 
to give the children a chance to make their 
purchases and in this way avoid the great 
rush on the book stores which takes place 
every year on the day of the opening of 
tthe schools. 

Next Monday morning the lists will be 
given to the new pupils and to all the old 


ones who were not present yesterday. By 
that time, however, the great majority of 
children will already have obtained their 
books and the crush will not be so great. 
All the children, whether they obtained 
the lists of books yesterday or not, are 
required to be in their respective school 
rooms next (Monday morning. At this time 
they will be assigned to their duties and 
be given a seat. 

At present the outlook jis that the schools 
will be somewhat crowded at the begin- 
ning. It was reported yesterday that the 
eighth grade of Calhoun street was crowd- 


) ed and that there was not room for al] 
| the children who had been regularly pro- 


moted. This grade is crowded every year 
and is the only high grade in the schools 
which has more children than can be ac- 
commodated. Provision will be made for 
the extra ones and Superintendent Slaton 
believes all of them will be given seats. 

The greatest crowding will be in the 
lower grades of the schools. In addition 
to the children who were regularly pro- 
moted last year there are, up to date, 
2.252 new ones who will have to be given 
seats. The great crowd of children that 
attended the schools last year and overran 
many grades was cared for in such a 
manner that all of them were given seats 
and the matter will be managed in the 
same way this year. While it is possible 
that there may tbe some slight inconveni- 
ence at first, no trouble is anticipated. 

The children who attended the schools 
last year and who were promoted to a 
higher grade will be given a prior claim 
On the seats and the new pupils will be 
seated {n accordance with the date on 
their tickets of admission. Those who ob- 
tained tickets earliest will get the first 
chance at the seats, although it is expected 
that there will be little occasion to use 
this rule. 

Transferred Pupils. 

Superintendent Slaton stutes that chil- 
dren who were transferred from the school 
district in which they reside to another on 
account of the crowded conditions of the 
schools last year will be required to re- 
port at the school in which district they 
reside, It will be necessary for these trans- 
ferred children to obtain tickets of admis- 
sion. The rule which requires children to 
attend the school in their district will be 
strictly enforced and the fact that a child 
went to a particular school last year, this 
schoo] being in another district, will be no 
reason for it to attend that school this 
year. In cases where children who were 
transferred return to the school to which 
they were transfered they will be sent home 
and their parents will be instructed to 
obtain tickets of admission to the proper 
school. 

Applicants for admission to the two high 


last term gathered at, 


schools who were not promoted from the 
grammar schools last June are required to 
report at the respect!ve schools Friday 
morning at 9 o'clock for examination and 
classification. 

Superintendent Slaton will give official 
notice to the teachers in the colored gram- 
mar schools to be in their schools Friday 
mvurning at 9 o'clock and issue lists of the 
new books to the promoted children. The 
cOlored children who were regularly pro- 
moted last year will be required to be at 
school Friday morning and obtain the lists 
of new books. 

Board Meets Today. 

The board of education will hold its reg- 
ular meeting this afternoon in its office at 
the Boys’ High school, There are a num- 
ber of matters relative to the opening of 
the schools which will come before the 
board and the meeting promises to be an 
important one. 

Three teachers have not yet reported, 
they being unable to begin work on ac- 
count of sickness, It will be necessary for 
the board to make arrangements to fill 
their places. No one has yet been appaint- 
ed to succeed Miss Angela Otis, who re- 
signed her position as teacher of the third 
grade in Crew Street school. This will 
also be acted on by the board this after- 
noon. 

The committee appointed to decide on and 
recommend the textbooks for the high 
schools has completed its work and will 
hand a report to the board this afternoon. 
At this time the textbooks for the high 
echools will be selected and the matter will 
be fully arranged.

DEFICIENCY IN RAINFALL. 


It Was Decreased 1.95 Inches During 
August—Some of the Recent 
Records of Rain. 

As a result of twenty-two rainy days 
during the month of August the deficiency 
in rainfall for the year 1898 has been re- 
duced to 5.90 inches. But despite this un- 
usually large number of rainy days the 
rainfall for August was only 1.9% above the 

normal for that month. 

During August 6.66 inches of rain fell. 
The month while it appeared to be unus- 
ually wet was gnly about two inches above 
the normal. The weather was bad and 
cloudy the greater portion of the time, but 
on many of the cloudy days the rainfall 
was not nearly so great as on the sam6 
day last year. 

At one time during the month of August 
the deficiency was reduced to 5.65 inches, 
but at another time it went up as high as 
eight inches. This fluctuation caused many 
to comment on it because, although the 
weather was rainy the deficiency became 
larger instead of smaller. This is accounted 
for in the fact that the average rainfall 
for each day in each month for the past 
nineteen years is kept om record and it is 
on this average that the average for éach 
day is based. This covers the entire period 
of the existence of the weather office here 
and when a day falls below the average 
of the same day on record the deficiency 
is decréased, despite the fact that it migtt 
rain on that day. 

In this way it was possible for the rain- 
fall to increase during August because, 
although it rained, the rainfall did not 


reach the average and therefore increased 


the deficiency. The normal rainfall for the 
month of August based on the avérage of 
that month since the time the weather of- 
fice has beem established here is 4.71. 

At the close of the month of July thé 
deficiency was 7.85, but the increase in 
the average of August caused a decréase 
to the same extent in the deficiency in 
rain. 

The average rainfall for September Is 
3.58 inches. The records show that in one 
September the rainfall was as high as 


fourteen imches and in another less than 


one inch, What September has in store for 
Atlanta in the matter of rain can only be 
predicted, but it seems probable that the 
deficiency will be decreased.
